Here  we  have  a  new  vision  presented  to  ua  of  the  danger, 
the  true  danger  of  Italy.  It  threatens  her  not  from  France, 
or  Austria,  but  from  Piedmont ;  not  from  the  House  of  Hsps- 
burg,  or  of  Bouaparte,  but  from  tbe  vaulting  ambition  of 
tbe  House  of  Savoy.  That  bouse  must  not  be  permitted  to 
"  absorb  ”  Italy  !  France  is  tbe  judge  how  much  of  the 
Peninsula  is  good  for  Piedmont.  Lombardy  is  u  much  as 
she  can  bear.  Tbe  Emperor  wanti  her  to  be  the  sword  of 
Italy,  not  the  carving-knife. 

But  what  if  tbe  other  Italian  states  want  to  be  absorbed 
as  well  as  Lombardy?  Sardinia  is  not  gaping  to  de¬ 
vour  them,  they  are  jumping  of  their  own  accord  into 
her  mouth.  They  see  their  best  chance  of  safety  in 
complete  assimilation  with  a  neighbour  already  in  the 
enjoyment  of  the  institutions  they  admire.  The  free 
constitution  of  Piedmont  has  tbe  advantage  of  being 
made  to  their  hands.'  The  tree  in  their  neighbour's  ground 
already  bearing  fair  fruit  and  affording  a  grateful  shade,  is 
preferable  in  their  wise  view  to  the  doubtfid  plants  of  tbeir 
own  plaoting.  And,  more  than  all,  they  understand  the 
time-honoured  lesson  of  tbe  bundle  of  twigs.  Disunited,  they 
have  been  the  prey  of  Austria ;  unked,  they  hops  to  be  the 
prey  of  neither  that  empire  nor  of  any  other. 

These  states  naturally  reason  thus— either  Lombardy  has 
been  added  to  Sardinia  with  her  own  consent,  or  against  it. 
If  against  it,  France  has  played  tbe  tyrant  where  she  came 
as  a  liberator.  If  with  it,  why  is  Lombardy  tbe  onlg  partof 
Italy  that  is  to  be  free  to  ohMse  her  own  road  out  of  the 
house  of  bondage?  They  say  also,  and  all  that  is 
calm  aud  disinterested  in  Europe  sgrees  with  them, 
that  tbe  defence  of  Italy  requires  a  free  mooarohy  of  much 
greater  weight,  and  therefore  extent  of  territory,  than  Pied¬ 
mont,  even  with  her  recent  windfall.  Absorption  has  gone 
far  enough  for  the  glorification  of  France  aa  tbe  giver  of 
provinces,  but  uot  for  the  permanent  defence  of  tbs 
Peninsula.  Tuscany,  the  Duchies,  aud  Legations  would  not 
be  a  rood  too  much  for  the  structure  of  such  a  state  as  Italy 
needs,  to  extricate  her  from  tbe  miserable  dilemma  of 
being  for  ever  either  an  Austrian  victim,  or  a  French 
speculation.  Nor  is  this  an  impossible  unity,”  on  any 
other  supposition  tbsn  the  frustration  of  the  deai^  by  tbe 
most  unjustifiable  foreign  interference.  This  is  a  unity 
not  to  be  confounded  wi^  the  ravings  of  Mazzini,  because 
a  unity  which  has  already  passed  out  of  tbe  realms  of  ima¬ 
gination  into  those  of  fact.  It  is  a  fact  at  this  moment,  as 
far  as  the  populations  are  concerned  who  have  willed  it. 
Tbe  only  question  is  whether  the  Italian  will  ia  stedfi^  m 
the  Italian  judgment  has  been  sound.

POLICE  AND  POLEMICS. 

About  this  time  last  year  considerable  interest  was  ex¬ 
cited  in  Ireland  by  tbe  case  of  a  poor  countryman  brought 
into  trouble,  under  a  mouldy  statute  of  William  of  immortal 
memory,  for  driving  his  pigs  home  from  a  distant  market 
upon  a  Sunday.  The  case  was  taken  up  with  becomiug 
s^t  by  Mr  Cogan,  one  of  the  representatives  of  tbe  county 
of  KU^e,  and  fanaticism  after  a  struggle  was  defeated  by 
eommoD  sense.  An  occurrence  of  a  like  nature  has  just 
taken  place  in  the  county  of  Fermanagh,  tbe  offence  being 
potato-digging  instead  of  pig-driving,  a^  the  defendant, 
wurabih  ^Uctu  !  being  a  Protestant  parson  instead  of  a  Popiab 
peaaant.  Tbe  case  is  rendered  still  more  curious  by  tbe 
light  which  it  throws  upon  an  aooomplisbment  of  Irwh 
constables,  which  in  these  times  will  hardly  receive 
tbe  same  commendation  which  it  would  have  met  with  in 
tbe  days  of  Cromwell.  In  England  at  least  we  should 
thii^  A  polieenan  nothing  the  better  for  being  a  polemical 
divine,  and  decidedly  the  worse  for  importing  bis  theology, 
like  Head-Constable  M'Einley,  into  tbe  discharge  of  bis 
doty.

Mr  Jones — ^Tbe  Apostles  pulled  ean  of  oora  on  tiie  Sabbath-day. 

Hesd-eonstable— They  never  dag  potatoes  to  feed  their  hens  snd 
ducks  on  tbe  Sabbsfii-daT. 

Mr  Holmes  read  the  7tu  of  WiU.  HI,  cap.  17,  wbiob  states  that  no 
Ubourer,  artisan,  kc.,  shall  follow  bis  trade  or  calling,  Ac.,  on  the 
bord*i  day.  His  worship  regretted  that  there  were  no  other  magis- 
fiatss  with  him  on  the  benoh ;  but,  on  eonsideruig  the  act,  he  was  of 
opiiuon  that,  as  dm  Bsv.  Mr  Jones  aras  not  following  ^  trade  or 
<>*ll>ng  on  Sunday,  his  digging  potatoes  did  not  come  under  ths 
M^hite,  and  that  he,  therefore,  was  not  guilty  of  a  breach  of  the 
Babbifli.

The  public  will  come  to 
tnotker  coficluwon.  If  the  oonduet  of  Mr  Jones  on  this  occasion  does 
^  CCnsfitnte  an  offence  against  the  law,  aU  thoae  who  have  hitherto 
&aed  for  similar  omnoes  most  have  been  unjustly  treated. 
wMu  country-people  are  aummoned  before  the  bench  tor  working  at 
tneircropa  in  the  h^est  season,  they  are  invariably  lined.  How- 
1*  •PPVifa  they  are  not  clergymen. 

Ik  Hmmes — I  think  people  have  as  good  a  right  to  dig  their  pota- 
to«  ^  Sunday  as  they  nave  to  oaRy  their  water ;  and  if  people  Mve 
y*  "  for  reaping  I  do  not  see  the  narm  In  their  doing  so.

.  HONESTY  NOT  THE  BEST  POLICY. 

How  often  is  this  text  to  be  illustrated  ?  A  woman  pawns 
some  shirts  entrusted  to  her  to  be  made  up.  She  is  sen- 
jtenced  to  a  fortnight’s  imprisonment.  The  report  of  tbe 
j  case  is  an  advertisement.  Subscriptions  pour  in,  and  at 
the  end  of  the  term  of  punishment  she  appears  at  the 
police  court  to  receive  her  reward  in  the  suras  of  money 
contributed  by  charitable  persons  for  her  use.  Had  she 
rssiated  temptation  and  refrained  from  pawning  the  property 
confided  to  ^r,  she  would  have  remained  unfrieodsd,  un- 
sncooured  in  her  misery.  How  many  poor  creatures  are 
there  at  this  very  moment  who  are  submitting  to  the  cruellest 
privadona  and  hardships  rather  than  commit  a  dishonesty, 
and  what  an  example  for  them  is  this  ?  And  we  should 
like  to  ask  the  charitable  persons  who  subscribed  in  this 
instance  whether  they  would  have  given  the  woman 
tbe  same  assistance  to  prevent  her  lapse  from  honesty. 
We  snspeot  that  few  would  do  so.  Charity  vrould  not 
be  touched  by  a  knowledge  before  the  offence  in  the 
same  lively  way  in  which  it  is  moved  by  tbe  knowledge 
after  the  fact.  Hmroe  Tooke  fiJd  a  story  in  point  of  an 
applicant  for  admission  to  tbe  Magdalen,  who,  upon  being 
received  into  the  institution,  expressed  her  gratitude  that 
she  was  saved  from  ruin.  The  governess,  alarmed  by  this 
intimation,  questioned  the  girl,  and  finding  her  innocent, 
informed  her  that  the  rales  of  tlie  institution  did  not  allow 
of  her  receiving  its  advantages.  In  a  short  time  she  re¬ 
turned  with  undeniable  claims  to  admission. 


ALDERMANATION  OP  JUSTICE. 

R.  0.  is  charged  at  Uie  Maaaion  House  with  sn  inde- 
eent  assault  upon  a  lady  in  an  omnibus.  He  denies  tbe 
charge,  alleging  that  both  his  hands  were  occupied,  one 
with  a  bag,  tbe  other  with  an  umbrella,  and  that  if  ths  lady 
was  indecently  assaulted  it  was  by  the  umbrella,  not  by  him. 
He  further  represented  the  improbability  of  bis  being  guilty 
of  such  conduct  in  an  omnibus  full  of  passengers,  and 
brought  forward  witnesses  to  prove  the  respectability  of  hia 
character.  The  adjudication  was  as  follows : 

The  Lord  Mayor :  That  an  aaeault  waa  oommitted  I  have  not  the 
■lightest  doubt.  You  allege  that  it  was  accidental.  Wietktr  it  vat 
so  or  mot  lemrnot  myulf  determim ;  hut,  as  the  eridenee  ss  to  thefoct 
of  tbe  asssnlt  hae  not  bMn  in  any  way  impugned,  the  defendant  must 
be  fined.  I  shall  not  send  him  to  pnaon,  nor  for  trial.  He  mutt  pay  { 
a  penalty  of  21. 

It  seems  to  us  that  if  the  Lord  Mayor  could  not  decida 
whether  tbe  alleged  assault  was  accidental  or  not,  he  was 
not  oompeteot  to  deal  with  tbe  charge  at  all,  for  tbe  inten¬ 
tion  ie  everything  in  a  caee  of  this  kind.  A  Btehop  might , 
aooidentally  touch  a  lady  so  as  to  alarm  her  delicacy )  but 
would  any  magistrate,  not  being  a  Mayor,  find  him  guilty 
of  an  indecent  assault,  because  the  fact  that  the  touch  was 
accidental  was  not  sosceptibie  of  proof.  Tbe  puniabment, 
too,  impeskohes  the  judgment  If  the  man  was  guilty  he 
deserved  either  a  heavier  fine,  or  tbe  disgrace  of  committal. 
A  fine  of  21.  to  a  man  in  good  ciroumstauoes  was  too  little 
for  a  grooB  outrage,  and  too  much  for  an  inadvertent  motion.

The  most  interesting  event  of  the  present  week  has  been 
that  by  whioh  we,  at  laeC,  obtain  Mil  and  antheatie  tidings 
of  tbe  fate  of  Sir  John  Franklin  and  hie  gallant  ooropanion^ 
CapUin  M’CJiotook,  to  whom  the  final  aearoh  wee  entrusted, 
r^urned  on  Wedneeday,  having  acoompliahed  bis  mission 
with  a  success  which  reflects  tbs  greatest  credit  on  bis  own 
energy  and  peneveranoe,  and  on  the  xeal  and  enterprise  of 
the  officers  and  niea  under  his  command.  That  sueoees 
involves  painfnl  oooeiderations,  for  it  qoenohes  all  hops  when 
hope  still  lingered  in  spite  of  reseon.  Sir  John  Franklin 
has  been  dead  more  than  twelve  years,  snd  of  those  who 
survived  him  nothing  remsras  save  ths  rslios  which  were 
discovered  and,  in  part,  bronght  home  by  Captain  M’Clin- 
took.  The  narrative  of  tbe  discovery  will  be  found  folly 
detailed  in  another  part  of  to-day's  Bwtmumr, 

The  Italian  Question,  on  which  we  have  eleewbere  written 
at  some  length,  eontinoes  still  the  great  pnxsle  of  the  day, 
though  ramoor,  “stuffing  thsesn  of  men  with  false  reports," 
will  Imve  it  that  tbo  two  wise  beads  now  laid  together  at 
Biarritz  have  oome  to  an  understanding.  A  telegram  re- 
oeived  from  that  remote  watering-plaoe,  on  Wedneeday,  told 
ns  that  tbe  visit  of  tbe  King  of  the  Belgians  had  been 

fully  succeeaful,”  but  was  oracularly  dumb  as  to  tbe  nature 
of  the  SQoceee  whioh  he  bad  achieved.  Rumours,  conse¬ 
quently,  were  rife.  Some  said  that  Tuscany  was  to  be  given 
to  Lec^ld’s  second  son,  the  Count  of  Flanders,  while  die 
Archduke  Maximilian  was  to  be  recompensed  for  the  lose  of 
his  Lombard  government  by  tbe  dnehiec  ef  Parma  and 
Modena ;  others  altered  this  programme  to  the  extent 
uniting  the  three  duohiec  under  the  Count  of  Flanders, 
while  they  bestowed  Venetia  on  the  unseated  Arobduke, 
with  a  separate  constitution ;  and  the  partisans  of  Prinoe 
Napoleon,  who  vrish  for  him— and  themeelves — to  lead  an 
easy  life  ^  it  in  Fiorenoe,  were  etrong  in  their  declarations 
that  he,  after  all,  was  to  ^  tbs  fortunate  youth,  and  oooupy 
the  Pitti  Palace  in  tbe  room  of  the  ex-grand  duke,  whose 
goods  and  chattels  the  Florentine  Provisional  Gfovernment 
are  about  to  sequester.  In  the  meanwhile  the  master  of 
the  situation  sits  eloeeted  at  Biarritz  with  Prinoe  Richard 
Metternich  in  waiting ;  the  Austrian  grand  dukes  still  gape 
expectantly  ;  and  the  Italian  people  etiil  persevere  in  the 
course  which  they  have  hitherto  followed.  This  very  day 
will  witness  tbe  reoeption  of  tbe  Romagnese  deputation  at 
Monza,  by  the  King  of  Sardinia,  whose  answer  is  looked 
for  with  anxious  interest,  reports  having  prevailed  that  the 
mot  d'ordrt  has  been  issu^  by  the  French  Emperor  re¬ 
quiring  him  to  refuse  the  annexation  tendered  by  Romagna. 
At  the  latest  moment  we  learn  from  ths  PmtrU  (bat  not 
from  any  official  souroe)  that  according  to  a  meai^  re¬ 
ceived  at  Paris  tbe  Archduke  Maximilian  is  about  to  be 
appointed  Governor  of  Venetia,  with  extraordinary  powers, 
and  a  Googrsse  fcM*  the  settlemeot  of  Italian  affairs  is  to  be 
held  at  Brussels,  under  tbe  presidency  of  the  King  of  the 
Belgians. 

Foliowing  up  an  alarming  notice  in  tbe  Motiitrar,  the 
French  Minister  of  the  Interior  has  issued  a  remarkable 
circular  to  the  prefects  of  departments,  ntteriy  extinguishing 
the  hopes  which  the  press  b^  chsrisW  of  being  relieved 
from  the  oppreeeive  restriotions  of  the  law  of  185J.  The 
Minister  gM  the  extraordinaiy  length  of  pronounoing  tbe 
present  conditions  of  French  jonrnalism  indispensable  to  a 
Government  founded,  like  the  Empire,  on  universal  suffrage ! 
We  have  commented  on  this  astounding  declaration  in  a 
leading  article,  and  in  our  French  Intelligence  will  be  found 
the  poignant  remarks  of  tbe  Preue  on  the  same  suU^. 

At  home,  matters  are  proceeding  very  quietly.  The  in¬ 
quest  at  Weymouth — where,  according  to  some  statements 
which  have  appeared,  the  jury  were  so  quiet  as  to  be  almost 
indifferent  to  the  proceedings — resolved  itself  into  a  question 
of  responsibility ;  and  that  question  the  aforesaid  jury  alto¬ 
gether  ignored  in  the  verdict  which  they  returned.  The  tap 
on  the  syphon  was  declared  the  material  delinquent,  but  who 
was  to  blame  for  leaving  it  there  they  failed  to  disoover. 
One  great  fact  they  made  known — that  “  taps  are  highly 

dangerous  when  placed  in  such  poeiiiona they  might 
have  added  that  irresponsible  engineers  are  more  dangerous 
still. 

Lord  Palmerston  delivered  an  admirable  speech  on  the 
vast  usefulness  of  railways  at  a  meeting  near  Romsey,  on 
Wednesday,  where  be  tunied  the  first  sod  of  a  new  line  to 
connect  Andover  and  Redbridge,  aud  thus  open  up  a  direct 
communication  between  Southampton  and  South  Wales. 
Lord  Fermoy  has  also  spoken  well  at  an  agricultural  meeting 
at  Cork,  where  he  urged  the  agriculturists  of  Ireland  to 
depend,  not  on  the  aristocratic  but  on  the  industrial  classes, 
who  bert  oould  aid  them  in  developing  the  resources  of  the 
country.  Neither  must  wo  omit  to  mention  tbs  address 
delivered  by  Sir  John  Coleridge,  at  Exeter,  last  Saturday, 
on  the  subject  of  middle-class  education :  it  contain^  much 
that  is  worthy  of  consideration.  The  policy  hinted  st  last 
week  by  Earl  Stanhope  received  a  further  development  at 
Stamford,  on  Thursday,  when  Sir  Stafford  Northooto  de¬ 
clared  that  it  was  of  great  importance  at  ffie  present  time 
that  the  Conservative  party  should,  if  possible,  support  w 
government.

The  Combat  of  the  Thirty.  From  a  Breton  Lay  of  the 
Fourteenth  Century.  By  W.  Harrison  Ainsworth. 
Chapman  and  Hall. 

Here  is  a  ballad  ringing  with  the  true  trumpet-tone  that 
stirred  the  heart  of  Sir  Philip  Sidney.  It  is  founded  on  a 
well-known  episode  of  the  civil  wars  which  desolated  Brit¬ 
tany  during  the  fourteenth  century,  the  event  being  recorded 
both  in  verse  and  prose — in  the  former  shape  by  an  un¬ 
known  writer,  in  the  latter  by  the  prince  of  chroniclera, 
Froissart  himself.  Strictly  speaking,  the  original  poem', 
which  Mr  Ainsworth  has  rendered  into  English  verse  of 
equal  vigour,  is  not  a  “  Breton  ”  lay,  being  written  in 
Anglo-Norman  French,  such  aa  that  of  Marie  do  France, 
who  popularised  her  “  Lais  ”  in  like  manner,— 

Les  oontes  ke  jeo  tai  verrais, 

Duot  li  Bretun  ont  fait  dea 
Yus  conterai  asez  briefinant ; — 

but  considering  that  the  subject  treats  of  a  purely  Breton 
adventure,  the  designation  may  fairly  pass  aa  it  stands. 

The  manuscript  of  the  old  ballad  (eays  Mr  Ainsworth,  in  the  intro¬ 
duction  to  his  translation!  was  found  in  the  Bibliotb^ue  du  Roi,  by 
MM.  de  Fremonville  and  Penhoutit,  the  former  of  whom  published 
an  incorrect  edition  of  it  at  Brest  in  1819.  A  second  and  baautifully- 
printed  edition,  which  left  nothmg  to  desire  on  the  eoore  of  accuracy 


I  manuscript  by  M.  M4oa— was  brouaht  out  in  1827,  by  M.  Crapelat, 
under  the  auspioee  of  the  Comte  de  Corbibre,  Minister  of  tbe  Interior. 

Of  the  relation  by  Froissart,  it  will  surprise  those  who 
have  only  the  Hafod  edition  to  learn  that  it  is  contained  in 
a  chapter  which  was  published  for  the  first  time,  in  1824, 
by  M.  Buchon,  in  his  “  Chroniques  Rationales  et  Ctran- 
“gerea,"  having  been  discovered  by  him  amongst  the 
manuscript  colleotioos  of  the  Prince  de  Soubise.  Of  this 
chapter  Mr  Ainsworth  has  also  given  a  translation,  and  how 
be  has  executed  thie  {Ikrt  of  his  task  may  be  gathered  from 
the  fact  that  no  reader  of  Johnee’s  Froissart  could  suppose 
that  any  other  hand  had  been  at  work  upon  it.  There  ia 
very  little  disparity  between  the  Poem  and  Froissart’s 
Chronicle  aa  regards  tbe  main  facts  of  this  famous  combat 
which  was  fought  between  thirty  Englishmen  and  thirty 
Bretons  “in  tbe  year  of  grace  1350,  on  Saturday,  the  vigil 
“of  Sunday  Lsetare  Jerusalem,”  the  English  being  led  by 
Sir  Robert  Bembrough  (called  by  Froissart  Brandebourg), 
and  tbe  Bretons  by  Messire  Robert  de  Beaumanoir,  the 
friend  and  companion  of  the  renowned  Bertrand  du  Gues- 
clin,  and  afterwards  Marshal  of  France.  One  difference, 
however,  is  noticeable,  in  the  absence  from  the  pages  of 
Froissart  of  tbe  stern  rebuke  administered  by  Geoffrey  du  ' 
Bois  to  tbe  Breton  leader,  when  tbe  latter,  thirsty  and 
bleeding,  cried  out  for  drink.  Tbe  incident  ia  thus  told 
by  Mr  Ainsworth : 

But  fiercely  yet  the  fight  doth  rage— loudly  the  blows  resound — 

With  streams  of  hlo^  from  gaping  wounds  blusheth  the  trampled 
ground. 

The  day  is  passing  hot,  I  ween— for  the  sun  in  heaven  doth  blaze. 

And  tbe  combatants  are  bathed  in  sweat  beneath  bis  burning  rays. 

Now  pious  Beaumanoir  that  day  had  fazted  rigorously, 

— Twas  Mid-Lent  vigil,  and  such  fasts  be  kept  religiously— 

And  being  faint  and  sore  athirst,  for  water  he  did  cry. 

Hearing  cry,  Geoff'roy  Du  Bois  in  accents  stem  did  say, 

“  Drink  thy  own  blood,  De  Beaumanoir,  thy  thirst  timl  quench 
straightway.” 

Roused  by  these  words  of  rough  rebuke,  and  full  of  wrath  and  pain, 
The  Baron  good  forgot  his  thirst,  and  joined  tbe  fray  again. 

Travellers  in  search  of  the  particular  spot  where  the  com¬ 
bat  was  fought  will  now  find  an  obelisk  near  Ploermel,  oa 
which  ia  an  inscription  recording  tbe  event,  and  the  ballad 
says : 

Now  would  you  know  the  spot  whereon  this  famous  fight  befel, 
Midway  it  lies  ’twixt  Joseelin  and  the  Castle  of  Ploen^. 

A  solitary  tree  doth  j^w  on  the  far-etretohing  plain, 

Known  as  the  Mid-Way  Oak— long  may  that  mark  remain ! 

To  describe  tbe  bloody  fray  is  not  for  humble  prose  like 
ours.  In  justice  to  the  deeds  of  the  combatants,  which  will 
bear  comparison  with  any  yet  written  of,  we  must  refer  our 
readers  to  the  glowing  lines  of  Mr  Ainsworth,  in  whose  ver¬ 
sion  the  heady  movement  of  tbe  fight,  its  sounding  blows, 
the  desperate  efforts  of  courage  which  it  witnessed,  and  tbe 
knightly  spirit  by  which  it  is  throughout  informed,  are  nar¬ 
rated  with  all  the  fidelity  of  an  eye-witness, — narrated  as 
Taillefer,  at  once  a  warrior  and  a  minstrel,  might  have  told 
them.  We  would  gladly  make  room  for  extracts,  but  our 
space  will  not  permit  us.  Here,  however,  are  the  closing 
words : 

Oft  shall  they  of  this  famous  fight,  in  after  times,  hstr  tell, 

For  all  its  matchless  feats  of  arms  remembered  are  right  well. 

Pictured  they  are  in  castle-hall  on  gmrgeou  tapestry,

Professor  J.  Louis  Tellkampf  haa  been  for  many  years 
distingnitbed  as  an  acute  student  of  the  social  and  political 
institntions  of  the  allied  racea  in  Germany,  England,  and 
the  ITnited  States.  Not  content  with  the  mere  reading  of 
authoritiee,  he  haa  freely  devoted  time  to  personal  research 
in  England  and  America.  His  repntation  is  high  in  bis 
own  oonntry,  and  it  waa  by  order  of  the  King  of  Prussia 
that  be  came  among  us  thirteen  years  ago,  studying  our  new 
systems  of  prison  discipline  as  he  studied  those  also  of  Ame* 
rica  and  France.  Dr  Tellkampf  ia  a  law  reformer,  au  ex* 
pounder  of  sound  principles  of  free  trade,  and  a  clear  rea- 
Boner  upon  Currency  and  Banking.  He  has  fhTl  sympathy 
with  the  liberal  polity  of  England,  and  as  a  Prussian  feels 
that  he  is  half  an  Englishman.  The  last  essay  in  this 
thoughtful  volume  is.  indeed,  upon  German  and  English 
civilization,  showing  their  similar  development  at  the  result 
of  a  similar  origin,  character,  and  history.  The  writer  is 
prood  to  remem^r  that  the  Saxons  from  the  earliest  times 
had  a  representative  system,  and  that  there  waa  for  a  thou¬ 
sand  years  an  united  Germany  nntil,  weakened  by  discord, 
it  was  dissolved  in  1806  by  Napoleon.  Only  Prnesia  now 
enjoys  constitutional  life,  but,  says  the  Professor,  let  Ame¬ 
ricana  and  Englishmen  look  back  into  the  past  and  recog¬ 
nise  the  source  of  their  most  cherished  privilege  of  inde* 
pendence. 

Professor  Tellkampfs  Essays,  written  in  good  Eimlish  of 
his  own,  are  to  be  most  heartily  commended  to  the  English 
reader.

Sir,— I  thaak  you  for  having  noticed  my  letter  of  the  6th 
inat.  I  trust  you  will  not  refuse  me  a  few  more  lines  on  a  sub¬ 
ject  of  considerable  interest  to  a  numerous  body. 

You  argue  against  the  employment  of  a  lo^  force  in  India 
for  the  future,  on  the  ground  that  "  from  first  to  last  the  main 
conquerors  of  India  have  been  King’s  and  not  Company’s 
officers — Lawrence,  Clive.  Monro,  Lake,  and  Wellington  were 
all  of  the  Royal  army,  and  Clyde  is  so.” 

On  my  questioning  the  above  statement  in  some  respects  you 
repeated  it,  and  added  with  regard  to  Clive  that  he  had  been  a 
writer  in  the  commereial  service  of  the  Company,  but  quitted 
it,  and  accepted  an  ensignej  in  his  Majesty’s.”  Permit  me,  on 
the  authority  of  Malcolm’s  *  Life  of  Clive,'  again  to  question 
your  accuracy.*  When  Clire  quitted  the  Company’s  civil  ser 
vice,  he  entered  into  the  military  service  of  the  same  body,  not 
into  that  of  the  Crown.  He  received  an  ensign’s  commission 
from  the  Company,  and  rose  in  the  same  service  to  the  rank  of 
captain.  It  was  in  the  Company’s  service  he  performed  those 
great  deeds  in  the  Carnatic  which  first  made  him  famous.  He 
returned  to  England  on  furlough  as  a  Company’s  captain,  The 
Company  appointed,  him  governor  of  their  settlement  at  Fort 
St  David,  near  Madras,  and  '*  to  obviate  the  quarrels  about 
rank  between  the  King’s  and  Company’s  officers,  which  had 
often  been  attended  with  much  obstruction  to  the  service,  the 
Directors  applied  to  his  Majesty’s  Government  and  obtained  for 
him  the  commission  of  lieutenant-colonel  in  the  British  army,  a 
very  honourable  distinction,  as  be  waa  then  but  a  young  man,  and 
only  a  captain  in  their  service.”  He  went  to  India  and  assumed 
charge  of  his  governorship ;  but  soon  after  the  news  reached 
Madras  of  the  **  hlach  hole”  catastrophe  in  Calcutta.  The 
Madras  Government  despatched  him  to  reinstate  affairs  in  Ben¬ 
gal.  He  did  so,  and  subsequently  won  the  batti*  of  Piaaeey, 
tbe  greatest  victory  of  British  Indian  history.  He  was  ”  from 
first  to  last  ”  a  Company’s  officer.  He  held  a  commission  from 
the  Crown  beccreue  he  was  a  Company’s  officer,  and  to  strengthen 
him  in  the  Company's  service.  If  he  belonged  to  the  same  ser- 
vica  as  Monro,  Lake,  and  Wellington,  then  there  never  was 
such  a  thing  as  a  Company’s  service  in  existence.

I  most  even  add*  that,  notwithstand¬ 
ing  the  livaly  intersat  which  b  felt  in  the  destinies  of  a  people  who 
have  just  acquired  thsir  liberties,  I  should  tefuse  the  honour  of 
•baring  tha  throne  of  Portugal,  if  by  chance  aorae  persons  should  cast 
thsir  Ayes  on  bm  for  it.  The  noble  conduct  of  my  father,  who  abdi¬ 
cated  in  1810  because  be  could  not  reconcile  the  interests  of  France  i 
with  thoaa  of  Holland,  baa  not  been  forgotten  by  me.  My  father,  by 
fab  iuat  example,  haa  proved  to  me  how  much  one’s  country  is  pre- 
fsranb  to  a  foreign  throne.  I  feel,  in  fact,  that  aocustomed  from  my 
infancy  to  lore  my  country  above  all  things,  I  can  prefer  nothing  to 
French  inieresb.  Perenaded  that  the  great  name  I  bear  will  not 
always  be  a  ground  of  exclusiou  in  the  eyes  of  my  fellow  countrymen, 
since  it  rembds  them  of  fifteen  yean  of  glory,  1  await  with  calm,  in 
a  hospitabfe  and  free  eountry,  that  the  people  will  recal  among  them 
thoae  who  were  exiled  in  1815  by  on#  million  two  hundred  thousand 
foreignsn.  Thb  hope  of  one  day  aerving  France  as  a  citizen  and  a 
soldier  fortifies  my  heart,  and  is  worth  in  mv  eyes  all  the  thrones  of 
tha  worid.— Acoept,  Ac.,  Napolbok  Loum  BoxAPARts.”

On  being  answered  affirmatively,  ahe  exclaimed  in  accents  of  joyful 
surprise,  **  Why  it  is  my  nrabew.  and  I  hare  never  yet  seen  him ! 
Oh,  what  a  beSutifol  baby  1  How  flighted  I  am  to  have  met  you!” 
After  devouring  the  child  with  caresses  and  mentioning  the  names  of 
several  members  of  the  family  whom  she  said  it  was  like,  the  lady 
told  the  nurse,  who  was  thrown  completely  off  her  guard,  that  she  I 
wbh^  the  nurse  to  execute  a  commission  for  Madame  Hua  at  a  lace- 
^op  in  the  Rue  de  la  l^dx,  and  that  aba  would  take  care  of  the  child 
in  the  mean  time.  The  nurse  did  as  she  was  bid,  and  on  her 
return  the  lady  and  child  had  dis^peared.  The  police  and  the 
telegraph  were  set  to  work,  and  n.  Hua  advertised  hb  loss  in 
the  French  papers  and  in  the  Times,  offering  a  reward  of 
10,000f.  for  the  recovery  of  hb  son.  The  nurse  who  allowed 
As  pretended  “  aunt "  to  carry  off  the  infant  was  imprisoned, 
^ibh  her  share  in  As  business  is  unproved.  This  woman  was 
failed  in  one  of  the  offices  of  Paris,  about  a  monA  ago.  For  Ae  first 
r^A  Msdame  Hua  suckled  Ae  child  herself,  but  was  Aen,  by  direc¬ 
tion  of  her  physidan,  obliged  to  take  a  nurse.  The  poor  lady,  who  wu 
m  ill  health  before,  b  ao  affected  at  the  loss  of  the  child,  that  great 
^UMtsmeis  b  felt  resMcting  her.  The  reason  for  carrying  off  the  child

I^ile  Pdau  and  Noel  Parfeit,  have  also  decided  to 
take  advantage  of  As  amnesty  and  return  to  Fiance,  and  it  b  said 
that  M.  Alb^,  the  single  ouvrier  who  was  a  member  of  the  pro¬ 
visional  government,  has  arrived  at  Marseilles. 

ITALY. — The  Piedmontese  Gazette  gives  an  account  of  the  King’s 
journey  to  Pavia.  Hb  Majesty  waa  accompanied  by  Ae  Prince  de 
Carignan,  Ae  President  of  the  Council  of  Ministers,  Ae  Minister  of 
War,  and  Minuter  of  Public  Works,  the  dignitaries  of  Ae  Court, 
and  the  military  household ;  he  sloped  but  a  few  minutes  at  Asti, 
where  he  was  enAnsiastically  cheered  by  the  population.  The  same 
occurred  at  Alessandria.  On  reaching  Ae  border  of  the  province  of 
Pavia  bis  Majesty  was  received  by  Ae  Governor  of  Lombardy,  Ae 
Intendant-General  of  Ae  Province,  and  Ae  provincial  auAorities, 
under  a  triumphal  arch  which  had  been  erected  for  the  occasion. 
Another  arch  was  erected  at  the  gates  of  Pavia,  where  Ae  munici¬ 
pality  were  in  waiting  to  greet  the  King.  His  Majesty  first  proceeded 
to  the  cathedral,  and  thence  to  Ae  palace,  where  he  received  Ae 
homage  of  Ae  auAorities.  There  waa  a  grand  banquet  at  the  Court 
in  Ae  evening,  after  which  Ae  King  drove  out  in  an  open  cal^he  to 
view  Ae  illuminations,  which  were  splendid.  His  Majesty  waa 
everywhere  cheered  most  enthusiastically,  both  in  the  str^s  and  at 
the  theatre,  which  he  honoured  with  hb  presence.  On  Ae  following 
morning  he  set  out  for  Lodi,  where  he  arrived  about  half-past  eight 
p.m.  The  King  of  Sardinia  haa  dissolved  the  Royal  Academy  of 
Fine  Arts  at  Milan,  for  Ae  purpose  of  immediately  reorganising  it  on 
the  basis  of  Ae  statute  for  Ac  National  Acaaemies  of  Fine  Arts 
issued  by  the  Vice-President  of  the  Italian  Republic  under  the  date 
of  September  1,  1803,  and  continued  in  force  under  the  Kingdom  of 
Italy.  The  Sardinian  Government  has  addressed  a  circular  to  Ae 
great  Powers,  denying  Ae  report  of  the  cession  of  Savoy  to 
France,  and  declaring  such  report  to  be  entirelv  void  of  foundation. 
The  Bolognese  deputation  will  he  received  at  Monza  to-day.  The 
deputation  is  composed  of  Count  Bentivoglio,  Count  Gozzadini,  Mar¬ 
quis  Tanari,  Count  Salvoni,  M.  Ladercbi,  M.  Scarahelli  (Vice-Preai* 
dent),  and  M.  Marescotti,  Secretary  to  the  National  Assembly.  It  ia 
rumoured  that  the  arrival  of  the  deputation  will  be  Ae  signal  for  a 
simultaneous  attack  by  the  Duke  of  Modena,  who  b  said  to  he  in 
command  of  10,000  men,  and  by  the  Papal  troops,  who  are  in  force 
near  Rimini.  The  Government  of  Tuscany  has  notified  to  the  pleni¬ 
potentiaries  of  the  Grand  Duke  to  evacuate  the  Palace  within  three 
days ;  and  in  case  of  non-compliance,  Ae  property  of  Ae  Grand  Duke 
is  to  be  sequestered.  In  contradiction  to  the  assertions  that  have 
been  made,  Aat  Parma,  under  the  Government  of  tbe  Duchess, 
maintained  neutrality  during  the  war,  the  Gazzetti  di  Parma  pub¬ 
lishes  a  despatch  from  the  late  Minister  of  Foreign  Affaire  to  Ae  re¬ 
presentative  of  Parma  at  Vienna,  dated  May  26,  1859,  which  piovee 
the  contrary.  The  same  journal  promises  the  publication  of  other 
documents  of  equal  and  even  more  importance  concerning  the  rub  of 
the  Boorbona  in  the  Duchies,  saying  Aat  such  publications  are  ren¬ 
dered  necessary  for  the  refutation  of  statements  made  by  their 
fenders.  From  Rome  we  learn  Aat  Ae  Pope  is  recovered  l^m  hb 
late  illness.  The  Papal  Government  has  expressed  its  satisfaction 
with  the  article  on  Italian  affairs  pubibhed  in  tbe  Moniteur  of  Ae 
9th  inst.  Conferences  between  Cardinal  Antonelli  and  the  French 
ambassador,  Duke  de  Graromont,  continue  to  be  held.  It  is  said  that 
Ae  attributions  of  Ae  Council  of  State  and  the  financial  Consulta 

are  to  be  extended. - A  letter  from  Brescb  in  Ae  Lombwdia,  dated 

the  13 A  inst,  gives  the  following  account  of  the  Austrian  army  in 
Venetia :  “  Degenfleld,  Commander-in-Chbf,  residing  at  Verona ;  Ae 
6th  corps,  which  occupies  the  Tyrol  and  Ae  line  of  the  Mincio,  com¬ 
manded  by  Fenehert.  who  resides  at  Trento ;  6A  corps,  on  the  line 
of  Ae  Adqro,  commanded  by  Stadion,  who  r^des  at  San  Pietro ;  8th 
corps,  on  the  line  of  the  Brenta.  commanded  by  Benedek,  at  Padua ; 
7A  corps,  line  of  the  Tagliamento,  command^  by  Zobel,  at  Udine. 
The  Duke  of  Modena  has  9,000  men  and  four  pieces  of  artillery. 
This  corps  b  distributed  between  Cerrea,  Sanguinetto,  and  Brione  di 
Sanguinetto.  Head-quarters  are  at  the  last-named  poet  At  Verons 
considerable  supplies  of  grain  have  been  laid  in.  The  corps  of  vtdun- 
teers,  who  were  in  barracks  at  Verona,  have  been  dbbanded  for  in¬ 
subordination.  A  great  number  of  volunteers  go  home ;  others  are 
retained  at  Trieste,  to  be  despatched  to  Ancona."  A  letter  fttm 
Verona,  dated  the  llA  inst.,  to  Ae  Provincial  Gazette  of  Brescb. 
mentions  an  order  of  the  day  to  the  Austrian  troops,  in  which  an 
early  re-occupation  of  Valeggio  was  announced.  Several  police 
agenb  had  been  sent  to  the  neighbourhood  of  Villafrtnca  to  check 
Ae  migration  of  Austrian  snbjecb  into  Ae  Sardinian  States.  Tbe 
Espero  reports,  on  Ae  aasuraaoa  of  a  most  reliabb  informant,  Ae 
fortifiuations  of  As  valleys  of  tbs  Tyrol  by  Ae  Auatrians,  ss  well  ss 
Ae  progress  of  aew  works  in  As  great  cit^ls  sf  Ae  Quadrilateral. 

Thb  CoNnmBNOBS. — On  Monday,  after  Ae  arrival  of  a  French 
courier  at  Zurich,  tbe  Plenipotentiaries  of  France  and  Austria  held  a 
conference  lasting  Arse  hours.  M.  Dessmbrob  had  a  consultation 
on  Tuesday  with  As  Frsnoh  Ambassador,  after  which  a  courier  was 
immedbtelv  despatched  to  Turin.  Advioee  received  from  Zurioh 
aanonnee  the  anival  of  a  courier  from  Vienna  vrith  instruetiona  to 
draw  up  Ae  inatrument  for  Aa  treaty  of  peaee.  and  the  documents 
for  Ae  cessiofi  of  Lomtiardy  to  Sardinia-  No  allusion  b  made  to  tite 
Duchbs.  It  wea  hoped  Aat  Ae  treaty  of  peace  would  be  signed  in 
a  few  deya.

UNITED  STATES  and  MEXICO.— The  America  haa  braoAt 
accounts  to  Ae  8A  inst.  Late  edvioee  from  Vanoouver'a  leland  le- 
porting  Ae  oooupation  of  Ae  bland  of  San  Juan  had  oreated  great 
interest  The  papers  discuss  Ae  question  in  very  moderate  terms. 
It  appears  Aat  early  in  July  General  Harney  landed  wiA  aWt  fifty 
Americans,  commenced  erecting  barracks,  and  issued  a  proclamation 
claiming  Ae  island  aa  United  States'  territory.  He  rejected  the 
British  propoeitioa  for  a  joint  occupancy  untU  Ae  matter  oonld  be 
referred  to  Ae  respective  Governments,  and  refrised  to  allow  some 
British  sappers  and  miners  to  land.  The  garrison  waa  plaoad  under 
Ae  command  of  Captain  Pickey.  Governor  Douglas  then  iaeued  a 
proclamation  pro^ting  against  the  proceedings  of  General  Hamay, 
and  declared  Ae  island  to  be  British  property.  He  also  sent  a  mes¬ 
sage  to  Ae  Vancouver’s  Legblative  Assembly,  in  which  it  was  de- 
cls^  Aat  Ae  BritiA  forom  would  he  landed  on  Ae  island,  and  in 
which  he  announced  hb  belief  that  Ae  unwarrantahb  and  discourtaona 
act,  ao  contrary  to  Ae  usages  of  civilised  nations,  had  origiaated  in 
error,  and  been  undertaken  wiAout  Ae  auAority  of  Ae  United 
States  Government,  and  in  support  of  his  opinion  quoted  a  letter  of 
Mr  Marev’s,  in  1855.  He  fuiAer  stated  Aat  R.M.S.  Tribune  and 
Plumper  had  been  ordered  to  bnd  a  detachment  of  lU.  Endneers  and 
Marines  for  tbe  protection  of  British  subjects,  and  Aat  the  officer  in 
command  had  been  ordered  to  bo  ooooiliatory,  but  firm  in  maintain¬ 
ing  Britbh  rights.  At  San  Juan  were  three  British  and  four  Ameri¬ 
can  men-of-war.  A  number  of  Americans  and  EnglbK  on  hsaring  of 
Ae  dispute,  started  for  San  Juan.  A  report  Aat  a  British  staamer 
had  opened  fire  upon  the  Americans  was  not  credited.  A  tslegimm 
frtim  Washin^n  says:  “After  a  thorough  examination  here  by 
Lord  Lyons  of  the  coast  trade  question.  As  issue  made  by  As  Britbn 
Government  wiA  ours,  ss  mentioned  in  ParlisBient,  has  been  with¬ 
drawn."  A  telegram  dated  New  Orleans,  Sept.  5 A,  says:  “The 
steamship  Havana  has  arrived  up,  and  we  ^ve  As  following  Mexi¬ 
can  intelligcnos.  The  dates  from  Vera  Crux  are  to  Ae  25Amt.  Mr 
M'Lane  returned  to  Vera  Cruz  on  Ae  22nd  ult.,  and  presented  Mr 
Buchanan's  ultimatum  to  Ruarez,  demanding  Ae  immediate  ratifica¬ 
tion  of  the  treaty.  There  b  noAing  important  from  the  capital. 
General  Degollado  has  ordered  the  troops  at  Tampico  and  in  ite  im¬ 
mediate  neighbourhood  to  inarch  to  San  Lub  Potosi,  which  is  to  be 
Ae  general  rendezvous  of  Ae  Liberals.  He  intends  attacking  As 
capital  in  October.  All  the  Pacific  coast  was  in  peaceable  posasasioa 
of  Ae  Liberab.  General  Vidaurri  was  organbing  hb  forcaa  at 
Nuevo  Leon  to  march  against  Ae  Indians  and  Americans.  Psaqabra 
had  defeated  tbs  Indian  depredators  at  Sonora  after  a  aevara  battU. 
Business  at  Mazatlan  was  good.  Topic  had  been  recaptured  ^  the 
Revolutionbts  after  considerable  fiafating.  General  Maiqata  waa 
about  conducting  3,000,000  dob.  to  Ban  Bias  from  Ouadalaxars,  par 
the  BritiA  war  ship  Calypso,  but  Ae  Governor  of  San  Blaa  had  ra- 
•olved  to  prevent  its  shipment  unless  As  duties  wars  paid,  and  a 
difficulty  was  apprehended.  General  Coreoa  bad  left  Maxatiaa  wiA 
fifty  men  to  join  Ae  Liberal  forces  at  Jalisco,  and  attack  Marqtaaa  at 
Gujuialazara.”  A  despatch  from  Washington,  dated  Srat  6A,  says : 
“  There  b  no  truth  in  Ae  recent  statement  from  Vera  Crux  t^t  Mr 
M’Lane  had  presented  an  ultimatum,  and  demanded  an  immsdiata 
ratification  of  As  treaty,  for  it  b  known  here  Aat  tbs  prslianinary 
points  Aereof  were  mutually  satisfactory  to  Aeir  Govertimento  ana 
that  of  Ae  Constitutionalists." — By  Ae  arrival  of  Ae  Indian  froax 
Quebec  we  have  later  news  from  As  United  States.  The  New  York 
DaiW  Times  says :  “The  eeuure  of  Ae  island  of  San  Juan  by  Gens- 
ral  Harney,  we  are  informed  by  our  special  Washington  eorrsspond- 
ent,  was  entirely  hb  own  responsibility,  and  wiAout  any  in¬ 
structions  from  Washington.  No  doubt  u  entertained  by  As 
administration  Aat  the  matter  will  be  immediatriy  and  amicably 
adjusted,  as  Ae  question  of  Ae  Oregon  boundary  b  now  wiA  tha 
commiaeioners  appointed  for  its  detorminstioo.  The  action  of  our 
troops  b  considered  of  ao  importance  as  affecting  Ae  result."  From 
Canada  We  learn  that  the  remoral  of  Ae  departaienta  of  the  Oanadian 
government  to  Quebec  steadily  continued,  and  Aa  whole  would  ba 
completed  in  about  a  week,  when  Ae  Governor-General  would  pro¬ 
ceed  to  Ae  ancient  capital.— Still  later  advices,  reachiM  to  Aa  1  OA 
inst.,  have  been  received  by  Ae  City  of  Washington.  Tne  WsAing- 
ton  correspondent  of  Ae  New  York  Herald  says :  **  General  Harney 
sent  troops  to  Ban  Juan  to  protect  Ae  whits  seMrrs  ftrom  Ae  lavaace, 
who  were  committing  most  atrocious  murders.  Notiting  inimical  to 
the  BritiA  Government  was  intended  by  such  a  movement.  The 
jealousy  of  Governor  Douglas  was  needleaaly  excited.  No  collision 
wiA  Ae  BritiA  troops  or  subjects  b  apprebended  by  Ae  Govern¬ 
ment  Tbe  President  was  Secretary  of  State  whan  Ae  boundary 
treaty  was  negocUted  under  President  Po^  and  bj^ectlv  femilbr 
wiA  all  Ae  circumstances  attending  it.  He  and  Robert  J.  Walker 
were  Ae  only  members  of  Mr  Polk's  Cabinet  who  oppoeed  Ae  ttA 
pi^el  as  the  boundary,  and  adhered  to  64  degrees  and  40  minutes 
as  our  just  limits.  No  doubt  need  be  entertained  that  tha  title  to 
San  Juan  will  be  amicably  adjusted,  as  Ae  President  must  bs 

n  aware  of  our  rights,  and  will  aA  for  noAing  mors,  xha 
-Weatem  difficulty  wUI  doubtless  become  a  matter  for  nsfotia- 
tion  between  the  Government  of  Great  Britain  and  that  of  Ae  United 
States,  aa  Ae  treaty  settling  Ae  boundary  has  no  provision  for  a  xat- 
tlement  in  such  a  cast  as  hu  arisen.  Tbe  Stats  Department  hex  W

The  House 
of  Delhi  hn  bean  daprired  of  all  titular  distinctions  and  privileges 
for  arer.  Tha  Fiench .  Admiral  commanding  in  Cochin  China  has 
oonolud^  a  treaty  with  the  Anameae,  and  will  probably  start  with 
kia  Ifeet  to  China.” 


FOREIGN  GLEANINGS. 

A  telegram  from  ConsUntinople  of  the  18th  states  that  a  con- 
ninusy  to  aasassinate  the  Sultan  haa  been  discovered.  Two  hun- 
dr^  persons  have  been  arrested ;  among  them  Djafer  Dem,  Paaha 
of  Albania,  who  was  apparently  tbe  chief.  Some  of  the  troops  are 
ouapected  of  participation.

The  Peninsular  and  Oriental  Company  have  received  intelligence 
of  foe  arrival  at  Aden  of  foe  steamabip  Norfoam,  on  ,the  6th  inst, 
all  well,  and  the  ship  making  but  little  water.  She  was  to  continue 
her  voyage  to  Bombay  the  following  morning.

^ition,  moderation  of  opinion,  bnsineas  habits,  and  the  rest,  could 
be  regarded  as  justly  entitling  him  to  complain  that  he  was  not  one 
of  the  thirteen  or  fourteen  men  who  are  selected  to  devise  means  for 
the  administration  of  affiiirs  throughout  that  vast  empire  of  which 
I  Ireland  forma  so  small,  though,  beyond  a  doubt,  so  highly  important 
a  part.  We  are  frur  from  saying  ^at  there  are  not  among  the  Irish 
members  wme  who  would  be  quite  capable  of  filling  the  poets  of 
Cabinet  Ministers  very  creditably  and  well,  had  they  only  systemati¬ 
cally  trained  themselves  to  the  wdrk.  Our  observations  only  imply 
that,  whatever  they  might  be,  as  they  are  thw  have  little  reason  to 
comply  that  they  are  passed  over  when  the  mvereign  commissions 
a  Minister  to  constitute  a  Government.  If  Ireland,  then,  fails  to  ob¬ 
tain  the  highest  official  appointments  for  her  representatives  the  fault 
is  her  own.  It  is  not  because  Irishmen  may  not  be  found  with  capa¬ 
city  to  hold  them,  but  it  is  because  Irish  constituencies  will  not 
retura  to  Parliament  such  men  when  they  present  themselves  for 
election.  The  qualities  which  alone  can  be  acknowled^  as  fitting 
men  for  the  highest  duties  of  statesmanship  are  not  only  no  recom¬ 
mendations  to  Irish  electors,'  but  are  positively  a  disqualification  for 
the  candidate.  The  man  who  will  pirn  his  faith  to  the  narrowest 
political  dogma,  who  will  rant  tbe  most  extravagantly  in'support  of 
some  chimerical  theory,  who  will  be  in  tbe  extreme  on  every  topic 
that  presents  itself  for  consideration,  is  just  the  one  who  is  most  cer¬ 
tain  to  captivate  five  out  of  six  of  our  Irish  constituencies.  The 
broadly  Catholic  intellect  that  embraces  in  its  comprehensive  grasp 
tbe  diversified  interests  of  a  world-wide  dominion  that  spurns  all  local 
and  individual  considerations  unless  they  subserve  the  general  weal, 
that  abhors  all  narrow  and  sectarian  views,  and  regards  every  ques¬ 
tion  in  its  relation  to  the  whole  system  of  government,  would  have 
no  chance  with  electors  to  whom  an  impracticable  clause  in  a  Land 
Bill  seems  of  more  consequence  then  the  whole  business  of  the  world 
besides.  Ireland  may  some  day  send  men  to  Parliament  on  some 
principle  wholly  different  from  that  she  now  adopts,  but  until  she  does 
we  have  small  hope  to  see  Irish  senators  raised  to  the  position  of 
Cabinet  Ministers.  It  is,  perhaps,  true  enough  that  we  find  members 
of  Cabinets  not  remarkable  for  great  superiority  of  ^ius,  or  for  any 
extraordinary  political  acquirements,  though  this  is  less  the  case  than 
many  people  suppose.  But  when  we  do  we  shall  also  find  that  they 
are  men,  at  least,  of  official  experience,  and  whose  position  is  such 
that  they  brir^  in  adherents  of  importance  to  the  Governments  which 
they.  join,  l^e  world  is  not  so  perfect  in  any  of  its  arrangements 
that  we  can  hope  to  see  none  but  the  fittest  men  raised  to  the  highest 
positions  in  any  department  of  human  affairs.  But,  on  the  whole,  if 
we  look  to  the  House  of  Commons,  we  shall  find  very  few  men  in  it, 
who,  when  their  party  is  in  power,  are  excluded  from  office,  equal 
to  even  the  least  ^ftra  of  those  who  have  been  admitted  to  it  In 
point  of  fact,  Cabineta  are  like  other  places,  and  real  ability  will  gain 
admission  to  them  as  well  as  it  gains  admission  to  other  places,  if 
once  tbe  first  stage  be  reached — the  floor  of  Parliament” 

Thb  Galway  Postal  Contract.— Sir  Cusack  Ron^  has  addressed 
a  startling  communication,  dated  the  20th  inst.  to  the  Dublin  journals, 
in  reference  to  the  Treasury  subsidy  towards  the  Lever  line  of  packets. 
He  says :  I  pledge  myself  to  the  complete  accuracy  of  what  I  am 
now  ateut  to  state  to  you.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  present  Govern¬ 
ment  to  endeavour  to  set  aside  the  contract  with  tbe  Lever  Company 
for  the  conveyance  of  the  American  mails  through  IrelanA  and  the 
effort  is  to  be  made  next  session  of  Parliament,  by  means  of  the  re¬ 
appointment  of  the  Committee  on  Packet  Contracts,  of  which  Mr 
Cobden  was  chairman.  The  probability  is  that  this  statement  will, 
in  the  usual  course,  be  denied  by  tbe  organs  of  the  Government.  If 
it  be,  I  shall  be  ready  to  give  the  proofs  upon  which  I  found  it.  My 
fellow-countrymen  will,  I  am  sure,  take  prompt  measures  to  repel  i 
this  attempt  at  repudiating  a  contract  which,  if  efficiently  carried 
out,  will  not  only  confer  lasting  benefit  upon  Ireland,  but  will  beyond 
doubt  give  to  all  Europe  and  to  all  America  the  ahortest,  the  quickest, 
and  the  safest  communication  between  the  two  continents.  I  con¬ 
sider  it  right  that  a  person  who  makes  such  an  accusation  as  that 
which  I  now  make  should  at  once  be  known ;  I  therefore,  subscribe 
myself,  Sir,  your  very  obedient  servant,  Cusack  P.  Roney.”

The  Pox,  screw  discovery  vessel  (Captain  M'aintock),  which  was 
sent  to  the  Arctic  regions, ‘at  the  expense  of  Lady  Franklin  to 
discover  traces  of  the  missing  expedition,  arrived  off  the  Isle  of  Wight 
on  Wednesday.  On  landing  Captain  MK^lintock  at  once  came  on^ 
train  for  London,  bringing  with  him  two  cases  containing  relics  of 
the  long  missing  expedition  of  Sir  John  Franklin.  The  following

If  other  proof  were  wanting  of  this,  the  audacious 
openness  with  which  the  murder  was  committed  would  be  amply 
snffieient  to  prove  it  But  no  one  possessed  of  common  observation, 
and  who  hu  resided  for  any  time  m  IrelanA  is  iraorant  of  the  fact 
that  tire  law  is  regarded  by  the  great  body  of  ue  peasantry  as  an 
sneny,  against  wluch  they  feel  it  an  imperative  duty  to  contend — 
that  ^  whole  and  sole  allegiance  they  render  is  to  the  Riband 
canfoderaoT,  and  that  the  *  boy  in  tlm)uble  ’  is  a  person  to  whom  the 
hand  of  mlowahip  and  protection  is  extended,  ay,  even  by  the: 
nearest  relations  of  his  victim.  To  give  an  instance.  Not  three  j 
miles  from  where  I  am  writing,  about,  I  think,  three  or  four  years 
ago,  a  man  wss  returning  home  one  evening,  when  he  was  met  and 
murdered  by  a  man  (whose  name  is  perfectly  well  known),  who 
fractined  his  skull  with  a  stone  and  left  him  dead  on  the  road. 

Mmk  the  consequence.  The  murdered  man  was  found  dead  on  the 
road,  brought  home,  buried,  and  the  whole  matter  was  bushed  op. 
By  whom?  By  his  own  nearest  relations.  Suspicion,  however, 
aross^  and  an  ori^  was  given  that  the  body  should  be  exhumed,  and 
tbe  resident  magistrate  proceeded  with  a  body  of  police  to  disinter 
tbe  corpas.  In  the  very  churchyard,  when  the  police  arrived,  they 
found  a  large  body  of  peasantry,  led  and  directed  by  the  murdered 
aoan’s  nearest  relatives,  who  swore  that  no  one  should  take  a  sod  off 
the  grave.  The  magistrate,  however,  a  cool  and  determined  man, 
ptoirasNd,  the  body  was  disinterred,  and  the  skull  found  by  the 
medical  man  present  to  be  frightfully  fractured.  Warrants  were 
iaSPed  for  the  apprehension  of  the  murderer,  rewards  offered,  but 
without  efiect ;  he  got  out  of  the  country,  and  it  was  afterwards 
diaecvered  that,  during  his  stay  here,  he  had  been  concealed  in  a 
manure  heq>  and  supplied  with  food  by  the  rery  family  of  his  victim, 
the  bsite  to  ward  off  suspicion.  Again,  within  the  last  two  years  a 
wWn  returning  home  was  met  by  a  parcel  of  ruffians,  who  beat 
him  in  such  a  savage  manner  with  loaded  sticks  and  stones  that,  at 
lSBt,iin  the  agonies  of  death,  the  unfortunate  man  cried  out,  ‘  Oh  for 
God's  sake,  boys,  in  mercy  ihoot  me,  and  put  me  out  of  my  misery.’ 
T^  was  blight  home  and  expired  in  a  few  moments,  and  as 
his  wife  and  daughter  stood  over  his  bloody  corpse,  when  the  last 
breath  had  just  passed  his  lips,  the  wife  said  to  the  daughter,  '  He’s 
0oae  DOW,  and  M  ns  say  nothing  about  it,  for  we  canH  bring  him 
back,  and  we  might  get  into  trouble !’  For  this  crime  also  no  one 
WM  brought  to  justioe.  Botii  circumstances  are  beyond  dispute,  and 
witii  such  *  damning  evidences'  of  a  people’s  guilt  Iwfore  us,  can  we.
